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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Redcar 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1960. 

The  report  covers  a  period  of  time  before  I  took  up  my  office  and 
I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Dr.  H.  Pattinson  for  his  work  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Borough. 

There  are  no  special  features  in  the  vital  statistics  to  which  attention 
should  be  drawn. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  marked  particularly  by  an 
outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  which  commenced  in  1959  and  continued 
into  the  early  months  of  1960.  This  disease  is  notoriously  difficult  to 
control  and  its  presence  in  the  community  entails  a  great  deal  of  work  for 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  also  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  the  generous  help 
I  have  received  during  the  difficult  period  of  taking  up  my  present  post.

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COMMENTARY 

The  statistical  tables  show  no  striking  change  as  compared  with 
those  for  the  previous  year,  with  the  exception  of  deaths  from  malignant 
disease  which  rose  from  49  in  1959  to  76  in  1960,  an  increase  of  55%.  It  is 
not  possible  to  ascribe  these  additional  deaths  to  any  particular  cause,  the 
largest  increase  having  occured  in  unclassified  sites.  Deaths  from  this 
cause  vary  considerably  as  is  shown  in  the  table  below  and  the  increase 
may  therefore  be  within  the  normal  range  of  variation.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
in  recent  years  has  continued,  only  12  notifications  having  been  received. 

The  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  noted  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
previous  year  extended  into  1960  and  was  not  finally  controlled  until  May, 
when  the  last  cases  were  notified.  No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 


DIPHTHERIA 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  Redcar,  However, 

it  must  be  constantly  reiterated  that  this  gratifying  state  of  affairs  can  only 

% 

be  maintained  by  a  high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  community  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of 
immunisations  carried  out.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  increase  will  be 
maintained. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

The  campaign  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  has  continued. 
The  number  of  persons  in  the  age  group  26-40  years  who  have  been 
immunised  against  poliomyelitis  is  still  disappointingly  low,  though  there 
were  some  signs  of  improvement  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  position 
is  much  better  mong  the  children  under  16,  approximately  85%  having 
been  immunised  with  at  least  two  doses  of  vaccine. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  area.  The  water  used  is 
pumped  from  the  sea  and  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  use.  Daily 
checks  of  the  state  of  chlorination  are  made  and  no  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  maintaining  a  satisfactory  level  of  residual  chlorine. 
Bacteriological  examination  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  and  all  samples 
have  been  found  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  provided  with  a  satisfactory  sewerage 
system.  Sewage  disposal  is  by  means  of  a  sea  out-fall  which  is  operating 
satisfactorily.

Public  Conveniences 

The  new  conveniences  which  were  opened  in  September,  1959,  are 
still  fully  manned  by  two  full  time  and  one  part  time  male  attendants  and 
two  full  time  and  one  part  time  female  attendants.  Paper  towels  are  used 
in  these  conveniences  and  they  have  been  found  very  satisfactory  from  a 
hygienic  point  of  view  as  they  can  be  discarded  after  use.  It  is  very  impor¬ 
tant  that  every  protection  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  hands  are  not 
the  vehicle  for  the  spread  of  infection.  From  the  Council  point  of  view  they 
are  economical  as  laundering  costs  are  completely  eliminated  and  the 
expense  of  replacement  through  wear  and  tear  with  ordinary  towels  is 
avoided.  It  can  be  anticipated  that  when  paper  towels  are  used  on  a  more 
increased  scale  they  will  be  probably  even  cheaper  to  use.  The  paper  towel 
has  been  subject  to  exhaustive  and  searching  enquiry.  The  manufacturers 
have  realised  that  the  public  demand  paper  towels  of  high  absorbency  and 
wet  strength  and  they  have  now  produced  an  article  which  allows  for 
rubbing  and  has  absorbing  qualities  equal  to  a  cloth  towel. 

The  mis-use  of  public  conveniences  through  the  town  still  takes 
place  and  the  amount  which  it  is  costing  the  ratepayers  of  the  town  is  in 
the  region  of  £500-£600  per  year.  The  damage  caused  is  mainly  to  locks 
and  to  windows  of  the  outlying  conveniences. 
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Vandalism  does  not  only  rest  with  public  conveniences  but  with 
other  properties  belonging  to  the  Council  and  precautions  must  be  taken  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  majority  and  every  effort  made  to  control  and 
educate  the  minority.  It  seems  the  public  are  not  aware  that  the  damage 
caused  to  any  Corporation  property  must  be  eventually  paid  for  out  of  their 
own  pockets.  If  people  were  more  public  minded  and  would  report  any 
damage  they  saw  being  done  they  would  help  in  a  great  way  to  reduce  the 
cost.  In  all  probability  fear  of  repercussion  from  the  culprits  is  perhaps  one 
reason  why  damage  is  not  reported. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  generally  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year  1960. 

The  area  is  supplied  from  the  Redcar  Filtration  plant  and  also  from 
treatment  plants  at  Scaling  Dam,  Oven  Close,  Lockwood  Beck  and  Long 
Newton.  Samples  have  been  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year,  and  all 
have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Several  complaints  were  received  of  discoloured  water  in  the  Redcar 
Area  and  all  the  samples  contained  residual  alum  floe.  Certain  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  method  of  operation  of  the  Redcar  filtration  plant  and 
its  associated  booster  pump.  Mains  were  also  flushed  and  this  treatment 
eliminated  the  floe.

Summer  Camps 

There  are  only  two  summer  camps  in  the  Borough  and  they  are 
inspected  regularly  during  the  season  and  also  during  the  winter  months. 
It  is  necessary  to  inspect  during  the  winter  to  see  that  the  caravans  are 
not  in  use  on  the  sites.  The  two  camps  in  question  have  been  found  satis¬ 
factory  from  a  health  point  of  view  and  are  well  conducted  and  managed. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the 
odd  caravaneer  parking  here  and  there.  Every  type  of  excuse  is  offered  as 
to  why  they  cannot  move  on  but  with  full  co-operation  from  the  police, 
which  is  always  given,  your  department  is  able  to  deal  with  this  type  of 
person. 


Disinfestation 

During  the  year  11  complaints  were  dealt  with  by  the  department 
and  where  necessary  a  second  treatment  was  carried  out.  The  use  of  the 
powder  “  Zaldecide  M  ”  used  by  pressure  blower  achieved  definite  results 
in  all  cases. 


Disinfection  of  Premises 

During  the  year  15  premises  were  disinfected  following  infectious 
diseases.  This  is  a  decrease  on  last  year’s  figure.

It  can  be  seen  that  the  pollution  figure  for  1960  has  increased  com¬ 
pared  with  1959  but  this  was  only  to  be  expected  as  the  average  rainfall 
for  1960  was  3.89  inches  compared  with  1.368  inches  for  1959.  In  addition 
more  new  houses  have  been  built  and  industry  in  all  surrounding  areas 
and  our  own  area  has  increased. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

There  are  still  three  slaughterhouses  in  the  town  and  all  meat  killed 
at  these  slaughterhouses  is  inspected  by  your  inspectors  throughout  the 
year  including  occasional  Sunday  inspections.  Two  of  the  slaughterhouses 
will  cease  to  function  at  the  end  of  June,  1961,  as  they  cannot  be  brought 
up  to  standard  and  in  one  case  by  June  building  will  have  taken  place  quite 
near  the  farm  and  the  slaughterhouse.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 


Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  collection  during  the  twelve  months  of  i960  has  caused 
much  trouble  and  worry  to  the  department.  Again  it  is  the  old  question  of 
obtaining  a  suitable  type  of  labour  for  the  job  and  during  these  twelve 
months  60  men  have  passed  through  the  department  on  refuse  collection 
alone.  Some  men  stay  with  us  for  six  months,  some  for  one  week  and  some 
for  only  one  day.  All  labour  exchanges  in  this  area  have  been  contacted 
in  an  effort  to  find  suitable  labour  but  it  is  not  possible  to  do  so.  Perhaps 
when  protective  clothing  is  issued  to  all  workmen  it  may  be  an  attraction 
for  the  better  type  of  person.  Before  the  next  Annual  Report  is  compiled 
I  hope  that  great  progress  will  have  been  made  with  the  new  garages, 
equipment  and  salvage  depot.

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  is  still  being  carried  out  on  the  North  side  of  Trunk 
Road  on  land  belonging  to  Dorman  Long  &  Company.  The  David  Brown 
tractor,  which  we  have  had  for  some  time,  will  need  certain  repairs  carry¬ 
ing  out  and  even  when  we  buy  a  new  machine  with  a  bucket  instead  of 
dozer  blade,  I  do  feel  that  the  money  spent  on  the  David  Brown  tractor 
will  be  money  well  spent. 

Damage  to  the  buildings  on  the  tip  still  takes  place  and  how  to 
overcome  this  is  a  problem. 

In  next  year’s  Annual  Report  I  hope  that  I  will  be  able  to  state  that 
the  land  to  the  south  of  Trunk  Road  has  been  tipped  on  and  the  work 
completed.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  12  months  of  1960  we  were 
fortunate  in  this  part  of  the  country  not  to  have  had  any  need  to  spend 
money  on  snow  clearing. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  two  street  sweeping  machines  have  been  fully  occupied  during 
the  year  with  the  exception  of  the  period  when  the  Karrier  Sweeper  was 
involved  in  an  accident  on  the  Trunk  Road.  The  three  electric  trucks,  which 
are  doing  magnificent  work,  have  been  employed  all  the  time  when  staff 
was  available.  From  a  visual  inspection  of  the  town  I  think  it  can  be  seen 
that  it  is  one  of  the  cleanest  in  the  north-east.

Gully  Cleansing 

The  two  gully  cleansing  machines  have  carried  out  their  work 
efficiently  during  the  year.  Just  before  Christmas  Mr.  S.  Whyman,  who  had 
been  a  driver  here  for  many  years,  was  killed  whilst  returning  home  one 
Saturday  afternoon.  This  unfortunate  accident  and  the  death  of  Mr. 
Whyman  was  a  great  loss  to  the  department  and  its  staff.  At  times  your 
machines  have  been  hired  out  to  other  authorities  for  emptying  cess  pits, 
etc.,  for  which  a  charge  is  made. 

During  dry  weather  the  High  Street,  Esplanade  and  Coatham  Road 
were  sprayed  each  morning  with  sea  water.  This  did  keep  the  dust  from 
rising.

This  graph  shows  the  amount  of  hours  lost  by  the  vehicles  in  the 
Health  Department  due  to  maintenance  and  sickness  amongst  the  drivers. 

The  high  figure  for  the  street  sweeping  machines  was  due  to  the 
Karrier  Sweeper  being  off  the  road  for  repairs  following  an  accident.  The 
time  lost  by  the  refuse  collecting  vehicles  and  gully  cleansers  was  caused 
by  the  old  refuse  collecting  vehicles  and  the  old  gully  cleansing  machine 
needing  a  considerable  amount  of  repairs. 
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Salvage 

During  the  year  salvage  has  been  collected  in  the  usual  manner  by 
means  of  trailers  attached  to  each  vehicle.  In  addition  special  collections 
have  been  made  from  some  shops  and  I  must  state  that  the  amount  of 
salvage  coming  from  the  shops  in  Redcar  has  been  constant  and  very  good. 

Even  after  repeated  warnings  some  of  the  refuse  collectors  still  fail 
to  bring  in  ail  the  salvage  from  houses.  I  feel  that  when  the  householder, 
who  has  kindly  kept  salvage  separate,  sees  it  being  thrown  into  the  refuse 
vehicle  or  even  left  behind,  they  will  be  deterred  from  saving  salvage  in 
the  future. 

Supply  of  salvage  from  industry  in  the  area  is  still  increasing  but 
until  the  new  salvage  depot  is  built  with  a  continuous  baler  very  little 
increase  in  the  income  from  salvage  will  be  seen. 

Litter 

Litter  cannot  be  stopped  solely  by  providing  sensible,  well-designed 
bins  ;  people  have  to  be  persuaded  to  use  them.  The  type  of  litter  bins  have 
now  simplicity  of  design  and  long  lasting  finish.  Textured  finished  in  con¬ 
crete  have  much  to  offer  in  situations  where  it  is  important  not  to  destroy 
aesthetical  standards.  Some  bins  now  designed  offer  such  a  limited  capacity 
as  to  stretch  the  resources  of  the  department  called  upon  to  empty  them. 
Hardwood  slatted  types  have  considerable  merit  from  the  point  of  view  of 
low  maintenance.  A  fibreglass  container  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory 
both  from  the  maintenance  and  decorative  point  of  view.  The  attempt  to 
produce  stylish  litter  bins  often  ignores  the  problem  of  proper  siting  for 
street  furniture.  A  good  bin  should  not  only  hold  litter  but,  as  far  as 
possible,  conceal  the  litter  it  holds. 

We  must  not  rest  on  our  laurels  until  the  fight  against  litter  is 
completed  as  yet  many  of  the  public  still  have  to  be  made  litter  conscious. 
More  advertising,  more  litter  campaigns  more  teaching  in  the  schools  could 
be  the  means  of  bringing  this  to  its  final  conclusion.  Sea-side  resorts  matter 
little  to  the  British  public  but  are  just  a  place  for  depositing  waste  paper 
on  to  the  ground.  It  must  be  stated  that  there  has  been  an  improvement 
but  the  fact  remains  that  there  is  still  a  lot  of  litter.  Although  the  public 
were  not  expected  to  respond  to  personal  appeal,  it  is  a  little  surprising 
that  they  have  not  been  disturbed  by  the  statements  for  the  cost  of  litter 
collection.  An  estimate  of  the  national  cost  of  litter  collection  has  been 
placed  as  high  as  £1,000,000  a  year.  It  must  be  agreed  that  there  is  a  general 
weakening  of  consciences  in  this  respect  but  the  path  to  a  litter -free  country 
is  a  very  long  one. 

There  is  a  wide  contrasting  opinion  as  to  the  number  and  design  of 
bins  but  at  least  it  is  certain  that  they  are  indispensable.  One  method  by 
which  the  litter  problem  could  be  helped  would  be  to  get  all  packaging 
industries  to  incorporate  in  the  printing  layout  of  cartons  and  wrappings 
the  familiar  exhortation  not  to  deposit  litter. 

The  litter  problem  has  not  been  solved  as  all  members  are  aware 
who  saw  the  litter  in  the  streets  of  Westminster  after  the  wedding  of 
Princess  Margaret.  The  only  means  of  bringing  this  to  the  public  is  by 
litter  campaigns,  slogans  and  approach  through  the  Press. 

The  amount  of  damage  which  is  being  done  to  litter  bins  in  the 
town  is  extensive  and  I  am  sorry  to  state  that  no  improvement  has  taken 
place  during  the  past  12  months.  Even  with  the  new  type  of  fixing,  litter 
bins  have  been  ripped  away  from  posts  and  damaged  beyond  repair.
